2.3. teare, and 
ſhame, and griefe, and vexation, and all his 
affeions, they were all up-in armes, and 
would notlet him bee quiet ; they troubled 
him fayes Saint Matthew, Yea they made 
ſuch a diſturbance in Herod, they did ſo baffle 
his judgement, and bufic his thoughts, and 
torture his mind, that they drove him to mur- 
ther, God knowes how many ſcores of poore 
infants : before they would bee quiet, they 
made hin a mad man. Thus the afftetions are 
grievous perturbations, when they are once 
come to be miſplaced; and if they be ſuch per- 
turbations as they are, alas how can a carnall 
man fet his affe&ions upon God ? they are 
maſterlefle wildehorſes, and he cannot ſub- 
duethem - they are bedlams and phrantique 
miſleaders, and hee cannot overcome them - 
they are deſperate things, bis affe&ions are ſo 
giddy and unruly, that hee can never bee 
Chritlts, as long av his affe&ions are alive, wn- 
lefle they be (et upon the tenters, and put up- 
onthe wrackeand tamed perforce, theyle ne-

4. (q-d.) what good 
ſhould I doe, if my preaching were ſach? its 
true I mightallure you, and move you, and en- 
tice yoga, and ftirre your affe&tions ; bur alas 
this would never bring you to faith, and repen- 
tance with power:this might tickle your hearts 
peradventure a lictle, bat not ſoundly comfort

moved with any, at a difgracefull word , hee 
faith, this tourheth mee indeed. When God

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[hall this man [ave us, lay they ? chey deſpiſed 
bim in their hearts, but God turned the affe&i- 
ons of the reſt upon Sax, for to follow him : 
the text ſayes of them, The Lord had touched 
their hearts, 1 $am.10.26.

No, hee faid it with a 
deale of affe&ion, of loathing, &c., O Jeruſalem, 
Jeruſalem, &c.O that thou hadſt knowne,&c. As 
this is a truth,ſo there is a great deale of affeQtion 
in ehis truth ; affe&ion of pity. T here is a great 
deale of affeQion 1n every threatning, a great 
deale of affeRion in every command great deale 
of affeftion in every promiſe, in every truth, 
Chriſt dcesnot bid us preach the letters,and {yl> 
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Lbles, and ropoſitions of his Word , but his 
Word. N _ my Word is like fire, ſayzs God: 
fregis the ſtirringeſt element of all elements, and 
therefore 1f there be any feeling at all in you, the 
Word is able to ſtirre you, even as if ye had a fire 
in your bowels. Beloved, cither we that arc God? 
Miniſters are unskiltull ro handle the Word, or 
elſe ye are ſenſclefſe and ftupid,if ye doe nor ſe 
pon hot coales for to heare it : it will make the 
drunkards heart ake to heare what this Word 
faies to him ; it will make the worldlings heart 
ake, and the ſecure Chriſtians heart ake. - The 
Word is a fire. Did not our hearts burne within 
us, while he opened to us the Scriptures? Lak.24. 
32, The Word did fo inflame their affe&ions, 
that their hearts burned to heare it. Does not 
thy godly heart burne to heare the ſweetnefſe of 
Gods promiſes? and burne when the Scriptures 
are opened to dire& thee ? And fo on the other 
ſide, doesnot the LU ſurers heart burne, when the 
Scriptures are opened that rip up his tins ? Does 
not the carnall profeſſors heart burne now and 
then as he fits, when the Scriptures are opened to 
ſbew bim his rottennefle ? there bee ſuch ſcorch- 
ing texts inthe Word; texts of death, texts of 
Judgement,texts of hel and damnation;they may 
well make a wicked heartburn for to heare them, 
and therefore the Word being ſofull ofaffeRion, 
a Miniſter that preaches it, ruſt needs be an affe- 
Qionate Preacher, if he be a true Preacher, other» 
wiſe he does not preach the whole Word.
